CONSTITUTIONAL AMEN OMENTB. 


To more fully place before the voters 


of "Wushoe county the purport of the 
eleven proposed Constitutional Amend- 
ments to be voted for at the coming 
election, we give the following synopsis 
of each: 
Fust is to change the time for the 


meeting of tho Legislature from the 
first to the third Monday in January. 


The second empowers each branch of 


the Legislature to expel a meiftber for 
disorderly ooudnot. 


The third empowers the Legislature 


to establish and regulate the compensa- 
tion and fees of county and township 
uffieei'H, and regulate the ratfB of fraiubi 
on railroads incorporated within the 
State. 


The fourth relates to the compensa- 


tion of members of the Legislature, nud 
prohibits its increase during the term 
for which members shall have been 
elected. 


The fifth abolished the office of Lien- 


tenant Governor. 


The sixth relates to Gubernatorial 


succession in the event of the dt-ath or 
inability of the Governor from 
any 


canoe to discharge tae duties of the of- 
fice, and makes the President of the 
Senate, and, in the event of his dis- 
ability, the Speaker of the House, his 
tucoessor, with authority to discharge 
tho duties of the office. 


The seventh relates to the impeach- 


ment of pnbho officers. 


The eighth relates to revenues for 


educational purposes, and prohibits the 
transfer of school moneys to any other 
fund. 
The ninth authorizes a special tax for 


the maintenance of the State University. 


The tenth makes it obligatory upon 


the Stats to pruvido for indigents, who 
fty reason of age, or infirmity or mis- 
tortunes, may have claims upon the 
.sympathy and aid of society. 


The eleventh provides that amend- 


ments to the Constitution may be sub- 
mitted to the people at the next general 


otion after their adoption by the Leg- 


islature.

Tho Bell Conservatory, 
which for 


years has been recognized 
a.-) aloio^t a 


public institution in Sacramento, has 
just been sold by the former owner, Mra. 
E. B. Crocker, to M. J. Dillumn, who 
for four years has been the manager of 
the property, and to whose jndgmamt 
and enterprise is due the steady growth 
of tho business in that time. 
Under 


his management there have boeu added 
10,000 squure feet of glass, the nurser- 
ies have been greatly extended; and 
from a purely local patronage the Con- 
servatory has developed an outside trade 
that covers the northern part of (Mifor- 
nia, Oregon, Nevada and Utah. Iihui, 
iu fact, made a horticultural center for 
the territory nameJ. The Conservatory 
and nurseries occupy two and a quarter 
blocks at the cornor of Tenth and "X 
streets in this city, and in addition, a 
twenty-acre tract outside the municipal 
boundaries. 
The glass houses oovur a 


total area of 23,000 square feet, uud, for 
size aud architectural beauty, are, per- 
hape, not equalled by any institution 
west of Chicago. 
These houses cost 


not less than $20,000. 
The latest im- 


provements for propagating purposes 
are used, nnd constant employment fur- 
nished for from eight to twenty men. 
The conservatories'and nurseries are al- 
ways open to tha public, and Eastern 
tourists can gain Rome valuable nud in- 
teresting information regarding the flora 
of California by visiting them. 
The 


success which has been attained by Mr. 
Dillman in the Bell Conservatory would 
indicate that Sacramento, with its ad- 
vantages of climate, soil nnd location 
will soon become a horticultural center 
for the entire coast.
